The author of the report wishes 10 remain anonymous for which you will 
understand why. MOM was sent this report to help distribute and get the 
word out to the public. I have transcribed this word for word. WE WERE 
ALSO REQUESTED TO LEAVE THE DATES OUT. 

AFTER HEARING NUMEROUS ACCOUNTS OF SOVIET VEHICLE ACTIVITY IN SOUTHERN MIS¬ 
SISSIPPI AND LOUISIANA. I MYSELF, AND TWO COMPANIONS DECIDEED TO DRIVE TO 
SOUTHERN LOUISIANA AND MISSISSIPPI, TO SEE WHAT TYPE OF ACTIVITY WE COULD 
FIND. 

THE DAY IS MARCH 4, 1994. I WAS INTRODUCED TO A MAN NAMED TOM. HE IS A PRO¬ 
FESSIONAL PERSON WORKING IN THE MEDICAL FIELD. HE SPENDS NUMEROUS HOURS IN 
HIS LIESURE TIME FISHING. THERE IS A CERTAIN RIVER AND BAYOU IN SOUTHERN 
LOUISIANA THAT HE HAS BEEN ASKED TO LEAVE ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS BECAUSE OF 
THE BOAT ACTIVITY, ESPECIALLY LATER IN THE DAY. HE INFORMED ME THAT AS OF 
1994, ON TWO OCCASSIONS HE WAS ASKED TO LEAVE. HE AND A FRIEND ON 
THE , A FRIDAY OF 1994, WERE FISHING AND WERE ASKED TO LEAVE A CERTAIN 

LOCATION IN SOUTHER LOUISIANA IN THE BAYOU. THEY HAD SEEN NUMEROUS RIVER 
TRAFFIC THERE BEFORE, SO THEY NEW THAT SOMETHING BIG WAS UP AGAIN. THEY 
RETURNED TO THEIR VEHICLE, TO GET A CAMERA AND THEY RETURNED TO THEIR 
FISHING HOLE AND THEY HAD TAKEN AN SKS RIFLE WITH THEM. HE TOLD ME THAT AS 
THE SMALL BOATS APPROACHED THEM WITH LOAS CREEK AND SOUTHERN LEWIGA RIVER 
AND DID (UNINTELLIGBLE) MAKE FIRING WARNING SHOTS OVER THEIR FISHING BOAT 
THAT THEY WERE FISHING FROM, AND HE AND HIS FRIEND IN RETURN FIRED NUMEROUS 
SHOTS OVER THE BOAT. AT THIS POINT IN TIME THE BOAT THAT HE WAS FISHING IN 
WAS SHOT ON NUMEROUS TIMES WITH WHAT APPARENTLY WAS A MACHINE GUN, M60 MA 
CHINE GUN. AND THE VAN THAT HE WAS TRAVELLING IN WAS SHOT WITH AN M60 
MACHINE GUN. THE VAN WAS NOT SALVAGEABLE AT THAT POINT TO LEAVE IN. SO HE 
AND HIS FRIEND FLED ON FOOT, BUT THEY DID TAKE PICTURES OF THE VAN THAT WAS 
SHOT UPON AND IT DID HAVE NUMEROUS HOLES IN IT. 

ON RETURNING THAT NIGHT, THEY FOUND THAT THE VAN HAD BEEN CONFISCATED BY 
THE LOCAL POLICE DEPARTMENT. HE HAS NOT RETRIEVED HIS VAN TO THIS DAY. IT 
HAS BEEN APPROXIMATELY 2 MONTHS SINCE THIS GUN BATTLE. 

I HAVE ASKED OTHER PEOPLE, AND THEY ARE VERY FAMILIAR WITH THIS STORY AND 
CLAIM THAT IT IS VERY TRUE. THIS PERSON THAT I AM RELATING TO THAT WE CALL 
TOM, WILL SEND PICTURES. I WILL FORWARD THEM TO YOU AS SOON AS I HAVE 
THEM. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME I WAS REALLY GETTING CONCERNED ABOUT SOVIET ACTIVITY 
IN THE SOUTHEASTERN PART OF THE UNITED STATES. I MET ANOTHER MAN, I WILL 
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NAME HIM JIM, HE SHOWED ME NUMEROUS PICTURES THAT HE HAD TAKEN FROM A PRI¬ 
VATE AIRCRAFT THAT HE AND A FRIEND HAD RENTED, AND HAD HEARD OF NUMEROUS 
ACTIVITY GOING ON IN SOUTHERN LOUISIANA AND MISSISSIPPI AS WELL. AS I HAD 
OBSERVED THE PICTURES SOME OF THEM WERE OF THE BILOXI - GULFPORT MS. AIR 
NATIONAL GUARD UNIT IN GULFPORT - BILOXI, MS. THERE WAS APPROX. A HUNDRED 
VEHICLES OF SOVIET TYPE. ON THE GROUND. AFTER FURTHER INVESTIGATION I HAVE 
FOUND THAT THESE VEHICLES WERE LOCKED INSIDE A COMPOUND THAT BELONGED TO 
THE U.S. CUSTOMS, BLUE LIGHTNING CUSTOMS OFFICE. THESE VEHICLES HAVE BEEN 
MOVED WITH NUMEROUS OTHER VEHICLES INTO A STAGING AREA SEVEN MILES NORTH 
OF THE GULFPORT, I-10 EXIT ON HWY 49 IN GULFPORT, MS. THERE IS APPROX. 730 
TRUCKS IN THIS COMPOUND. THEY ARE OF SOVIET ORIGIN, THEY ARE FROM THE EAST 
GERMAN BLOCK, IN GERMANY. THESE TRUCKS ARE MARKED WITH BILL OF LADING, 

MARKED UNITED NATIONS - UN. THESE TRUCKS IN THE LAST TEN DAYS, FROM THE 
TIME OF THIS REPORT HAVE BEEN MARKED ON BUMPERS UN WITH PERSONAL TRUCK NUM¬ 
BERS. THESE TRUCKS DO HAVE CAPABILITIES OF GAS, ASSAULT TROOPS, 

COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT, ANTI-SCATTERING INFRARED DEVICES ATTACHED TO 
THEM. THE FUEL TANKS OF THESE TRUCKS HAVE BEEN TOPPED OFF. AND APPARENTLY 
LOOK READY TO ROLL, IN ANY TYPE OF SITUATION. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, MYSELF AND TWO OF MY COMPANIONS, ONE I WILL CALL 
THE AND A THIRD PERSON HAD HEARD OF NUMEROUS REPORTS OF ACTIVITY IN 

NASA (NATIONAL AERONAUTICAL SPACE ADMINISTRATION) IN NICHOLSON, MS. WE HAD 

ABSERVED AN AREIAL PHOTOGRAPH FROM A GREAT DISTANCE THAT APPEARED TO BE 
SOME TYPE OF AIRCRAFT UPON THE GROUND. THEY WERE HELICOPTERS, BLACK IN 

NATURE, WE HAD ALSO HEARD THAT NUMEROUS PEOPLE WERE REPORTING IN THERE, 
WITH THE OLIVE DRAB, PRE-VIETNAM TYPE ERA RIP-STOP PANTS AND TOP, NO INSIG¬ 
NIA, NO MARKINGS, JUST CAUCASIONS, WHO LOOKED TO BE RUSSIAN AND NUMEROUS 
BOAT ACTIVITY THERE AFTER DARK. AT THIS POINT IN TIME, WE TOOK IT UPON OUR¬ 
SELVES TO DRIVE TO THE FRONT GATE, DRESSED IN THIS EXACT APPAREL TO SEE 
WHAT WOULD HAPPEN. THE DATE AT THIS POINT IN TIME IS SATURDAY, the 

, 1:00 p.m. WE APPROACHED THE FRONT GATE OF NASA. ALL THREE OF US, DRESSED 
THE SAME, OLIVE DRAB, PRE-VIETNAM RIP-STOP TYPE FATIGUES, BOOTS, TOPS, NO 
COVERS NO MARKINGS - TO SEE WHAT WOULD HAPPEN. AS WE GOT TO THE GUARD 
SHACK, A GUARD CAME OUT, LOOKED AT US AND SAID "YOUR SBU, CORRECT?" AND I 
LOOKED HIM IN THE EYE, AND SAID, CORRECT. AT THAT POINT IN TIME, HE SAYS 
THEIR EXPECTING YOU. WE DROVE THROUGH THE GATE PAST THE VISITORS CENTER BE¬ 
CAUSE WE HAD NO IDEA AT THAT TIME 44HO WAS EXPECTING US OR WHERE TO GO. SO 
WE DECIDED WE WOULD JUST RIDE AROUND SINCE WE WERE APPARENTLY INVITED 
GUESTS. WE DROVE TO THE EASTERN SIDE OF THE, OR, BACK GATE WHERE TESTING IS 
DONE ON THE APPARENTLY, THE SPACE VEHICLE OR ENGINES ARE TESTED THERE. AND 
WE WERE LOOKING FOR FOREIGN VEHICHLES, HELICOPTERS, ANYTHING THAT MIGHT 
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LOOK UNUSUAL. AT THIS POINT IN TIME, WE APPROACHED ANOTHER GATE HOUSE. A 
GENTLEMAN STEPPED OUT, WALKED UP TO US, AND HE LOOKED INSIDE AND HE SAID 
YOUR SPECIAL BOAT UNIT CORRECT? Af'D I SAID, SIR? AND HE SAID YOUR SBU, SPE¬ 
CIAL BOAT UNIT. I SAID YES SIR, THAT’S CORRECT. HE SAID, APPARENTLY YOUR 
LOST, HE SAID, YOU NEED TO REPORT TO THE VISITOR'S CENTER. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, MYSELF, AND THE THIRD PERSON IN THE 
PARTY, DECIDED THAT WE WOULD REPORT THERE, ONLY TO SEE WHAT WOULD HAPPEN. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, APPROXIMATELY .15 MINUTES HAD PASSED SINCE WE HAD 
ENTERED THE BASE. NOTHING UNUSUAL AT THAT TIME HAD WE SEEN. AS WE AP¬ 
PROACHED THE VISITORS CENTER. WALKED UP THE STEPS. WE WALKED IN, THEY SAID 
YOU MUST SIGN IN. A LADY WALKED OVER AND SAID I HAVE SIGNED THESE MEN IN. 
AND SHE WROTE SOMETHING UPON THE CHART THERE. AS WE WALKED OVER AND READ 
IT. IT SAID THREE SBU. SO AT THAT POINT IN TIME WE KNEW THAT WE WERE ON TO 
SOMETHING THAT WAS VERY UNUSUAL. BEING IDENTIFIED AS SPECIAL BOAT UNIT. 
NOTHING IN MY PRIOR MILITARY EXPERIENCE COULD IDENTIFY WHAT SPECIAL BOAT 
UNITS WERE. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, WE LOOKED AROUND AND EVERYWHERE WERE PEOPLE DRESSED 
WITH D.O.D. BADGES ON THEM (DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE). THERE WERE FOREIGNERS, 
THERE WERE KOREANS, NUMEROUS THAT WE SAW THAT COULD NOT SPEAK ENGLISH, BUT 
THEY HAD INTERPRETERS WITH THEM. AND WHAT APPARENTLY WERE HIGH OFFICIALS IN 
THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT, POSSIBLY CIA, WE’RE NOT SURE. THERE WAS A 
SPECIAL CHARTER BUS THAT ARRIVED AT THAT MOMENT IN TIME. AND EVERYONE WAS 
ASKED TO BOARD THE BUS. WE LET EVERYONE THAT WAS THERE PRIOR TO US BOARD 
THE BUS AND WE BOARDED THE BUS LAST. THE THREE OF US SAT TOGETHER AT THE 
REAR OF THE BUS. DUMBFOUNDED AS TO WHAT WE HAD WALKED INTO AND WHAT WE 
WOULD SEE AND HEAR AT THIS POINT IN TIME. THE LADY THAT HAD SIGNED US IN AT 
THE VISITOR'S CENTER, BOARDED THE BUS AS WELL, AND GRABBED A MICROPHONE AND 
STARTED TO SPEAK TO US. SHE WAS FRE INDLY AND VERY THOROUGH. SHE SAID THAT 
WE WOULD TOUR THE CONTENTS OF THE BASE AND ONLY PERTINENT INFORMATION WOULD 
BE GIVEN US AT THAT TIME. AS WE STARTED TO TOUR THE NASA FACILITIES WE 
ENDED UP AT APPARENTLY WAS A LANDING DOCK ADJACENT TO PEARL RIVER, COMING 
FROM PEARL RIVER A CANAL THAT WAS WELL DREDGED. AT THIS POINT IN TIME SHE 
SAID THERE WAS A JOB BEING WELL DONE THERE BY THE. SBU, SPECIAL BOAT UNITS. 
AND AS THE PEOPLE TURNED TO LOOK AT US, APPARENTLY, YOU KNOW, THEY WERE EX¬ 
PECTING POSSIBLY THAT WE WOULD HAVE SOMETHING TO SAY, WHICH WE DID NOT AT 
THIS POINT, BECAUSE WE WERE ABSOLUTELY DUMBFOUNDED. AS WE APPROACHED NUMER¬ 
OUS OTHER BUILDINGS, ONE BUILDING IN PARTICULAR WE WERE INFORMED THAT THIS 
BUILDING WAS OF TOP SECRET NATURE AND THAT THERE WAS A TOP SECRET UFO 
(UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECT) GOING ON INSIDE THAT BUILDING AND THAT IT WAS 
TOP SECRET BUT WE WOULD BE INFORMED LATER AS TO ANY ACTIVITY THAT WERE, 
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COULD BE INFORMED ABOUT. THERE WAS NO NUMBERS OR MARKINGS UPON THIS BUILD¬ 
ING. WE APPROACHED SOMETHING ADJACENT TO IT WAS THE NAVAL OCEANAGRAPHIC 
OFFICE, WHERE WE WERE INFORMED T' T AT THE ENTIRE PERSIAN GULF WAR WAS BEING 
CONDUCTED FROM THIS BUILDING. AS WE LEFT THIS AREA WE WERE SHOWN AN AREA 
THAT HELICOPTERS WERE USED BY SPECIAL BOAT UNITS AND THAT THESE HELICOPTERS 
WERE SEEN MOSTLY AT NIGHT LANDING IN THIS AREA - THIS WAS THE LANDING FIELD 
AND AS WE CONTINUED TO TOUR THE BASE WE WERE HEADING TO THE ACTUAL TESTING 
GROUNDS OF THE SATELLITES THAT GO IN OUTER SPACE THE SYSTEMS THAT SEND THEM 
INTO OUTER SPACE THE MOTORVEHICLES THEMSELVES. AS THEY WERE TELLING US BA¬ 
SICALLY THAT THE TOUR WOULD HAVE A SMALL BREAK AND WOULD CONTINUE AND WE 
WOULD GO ACTUALLY INSIDE SOME OF THE COMPOUNDS TO SEE FURTHER THINGS, WE 
DECIDED AT THAT POINT, WHEN THEY TAKE THEIR TEN MINUTE BREAK, THAT WE 
SHOULD LEAVE BE CAUSE WE DID NOT HAVE PROPER IDENTIFICATION AND NEITHER WAS 
IT ASKED FOR, BUT WE WERE AFRAID IF WE GOT TO SOME OF THE TOP SECRET BUILD¬ 
INGS THEY WOULD BE ASKED FOR, THAT THEY WOULD BE INSPECTED NOW. 

AT THAT POINT IN TIME AS EVERYONE LEFT THE BUS FOR A TEN MINUTE BREAK WE 
DECIDED TO GET IN MY VEHICLE THAT WE WERE TRAVELLING IN AND TO EXIT THE 
BASE ON THE NORTHERN SIDE TO SEE WHAT WE COULD SEE. STILL DUMBFOUNDED AS TO 
WHAT WE HAD WALKED INTO. 

AS WE TRAVELLED NORTH AND TO EXIT THE NORTHERN GATE WE WERE IDENTIFIED AS 
SBU UNITS ON OUR WAY OUT. BY THE GUARD AT THE NORTHERN GATE. AS WE WERE 
HEADED NORTH AT THIS POINT. APPROXIMATELY THREE MILES NORTH OF THE BASE, WE 
SAW A ROAD THAT HAD BEEN BUILT RECENTLY THAT COULD CARRY HEAVY ARMORED VE¬ 
HICLES. 70 AND 80 TON BRIDGES WERE IN PLACE. THE ROAD WAS APPROX. 40 FEET 
WIDE. NO HOUSES UPON THE ROAD. AND IT WAS APPARENT THAT HEAVY TRUCKS AND 

POSSIBLY ARMOR HAD TRAVELLED THIS ROAD RECENTLY. AT THIS POINT IN TIME WE 

HAD DECIDED THAT WE HAD STUMBLED UPON SOMETHING. WE DECIDED TO TRAVEL THE 

ROAD AND IT WENT TO THE AIRFIELD AT STENIS AIR BASE THAT IS IN THE KEYOL, 

MS. AREA THAT IS ADJACENT TO THE NASA AREA. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, WE DECIDED THAT WE WOULD GO HOME AND RETURN AT A 
LATER DATE. 

ON MONDAY THE of , I RETURNED ALONE TO THE CENTER ON HWY 

49 NORTH OF GULFPORT, MS. AT THE STAGING AREA OF NUMEROUS SOVIET TRUCKS. 
AS I WALKED OUTSIDE THE GATE WITH A CAMERA TAKING PICTURES. A GENTLEMAN 
CAME OUT AND ASKED ME IF HE COULD HELP ME. I INFORMED HIM HE COULD IF HE 
COULD TELL ME WHO HE WAS AND WHAT THEY WERE DOING WITH THE TRUCKS THERE. 
AND HE INFORMED ME THAT HE WAS THE DIRECTOR OF MAINTENANCE THAT THESE 
TRUCKS WERE QUARANTINED IN THIS SAID COMPOUND AND WERE ATTACHED TO THE 
UNITED NATIONS, AND THAT THE TRUCKS WERE APPROXIMATELY 730 IN NUMBER WITH 
OTHER TRUCKS COMING. THESE WERE NEW TRUCKS THAT WERE LESS THAN TWO YEARS 
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OLD. NO TRUCK IN THE COMPOUND HAD MORE THAN 1,000 MILES UPON THEIR SPEED¬ 
OMETER - ODOMETERS AND THAT THESE TRUCKS WOULD BE USED IN A PEACEFUL NATURE 
BY THE UNITED NATIONS WHERE THEY HOULD SEE FIT. AT THIS POINT IN TIME, I 
ASKED HIM IF I COULD COME INSIDE THE COMPOUND, WHICH HE SAID NO IT WAS A 
RESTRICTED COMPOUND. I ASKED HIM SINCE THE UNITED NATIONS WAS PEACEFUL IN 
NATURE WHAT IN FACT THEY WERE DOING WITH TRUCKS THAT HAD CHEMICAL SPRAYING 
CAPABILITIES. AT THAT POINT IN TIME HE INFORMED ME THAT THESE TRUCKS WOULD 
BE USED FOR OTHER PURPOSES AND NOT ON UNITED STATES SOIL BUT ON FOREIGN 

SOIL WHEN THEY WERE REFURBISHED HERE. IN MY OWN OPINION, AS I LOOKED AT 

THE TRUCKS, THEM FULLY COMBAT - READY TO ROLL. CAPABILITIES OF SURVIVING 
INSIDE OF A NUCLEAR-BIOLOGICAL CHEMICAL AREA (CONTAMINATED AREA) THESE 
TRUCKS WERE READY AT THAT TIME TO BE ROLLED AND NOT TO BE REFURBISHED AT 
ANY POINT IN TIME THAT I COULD SEE. I HAVE REPORTED BACK ON NUMEROUS OCCA 
SIONS ON APPROX. THE OF , AND THE OF , 1994 THESE 

TRUCKS ARE BEING MARKED AT THIS TIME UNITED NATIONS. THE BILL OF LADING ARE 

STILL INSIDE THE TRUCKS MARKED UN (UNITED NATIONS) I HAVE TALKED TO NUMER¬ 
OUS FISHERMAN IN THIS AREA AND WHO HAVE INFORMED ME THAT THEY HAVE SEEN 
BOATS MOVING UP THE RIVER AT NIGHT. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, ON THE 21ST OF MARCH, 1994, MY SELF, THE AND 

THIRD PARTY, WITNESSED AT 10:00 P.M. AT NIGHT, GOING INTO THE NASA AREA, A 

LARGE BARGE, THAT LOOKS TO HAVE SEA GOING CAPABILITIES, A BARGE THAT HAS A 

DEEP SEA TYPE TUB, PUSHING IT, 4,000 HO APPROX. WITH CONIX BOXES, MILITARY 

TYPE, HEADING INTO THE NASA AREA. AT THIS POINT IN TIME. I AM SURE THAT THE 

NASA AREA IS POSSIBLY A STAGING POINT, FOR A LOT OF GEAR, MILITARILY FOR¬ 
EIGN, IS BEING, TRANSPORTED INTO AND SHIPPED TO OTHER PARTS OF THE UNITED 
STATES. I AM ALSO SURE THAT A SOVIET Ml 6 SKYCRANE HELICOPTER HAS BEEN RE¬ 
PORTED SEEN AT THE BILOXI REGIONAL AIRPORT ON THE , MONDAY, 1994 

APPROX. 1:00 P.M. IT HAS THE CA PABILITIES OF CARRYING 60 COMBAT TROOPS 
LOADED AND ALSO THIS HELICOPTER DID HAVE MACHINE GUNS MOUNTED ON EITHER 
DOOR. IT IS ONE THAT HAS BEEN SEEN, BUT NUMEROUS OTHERS HAVE BEEN REPORTED 
SEEN, ALSO FOREIGN AIRCRAFT OF UN KNOWN ORIGIN THERE. 

AT THIS POINT IN TIME, I DO HAVE A PERSON THAT WORKS WITH ME, THAT HAS A 
CAMCORDER THAT HE'S TAKING PICTURES OF REPORTEDLY GROUND TRACK VEHICLES, 
FOR GROUND TROOPS, ASSAULT VEHICLES, ARMORED PERSONAL CARRIERS, IN RURAL 
MS. I DO NOT HAVE THAT TAPE IN MY HAND AT THIS PARTICULAR POINT IN TIME, 
BUT I WILL HAVE IT WITHIN 36 TO 48 HRS. AND I WILL GET BACK TO YOU AT THAT 
POINT IN TIME.

U.S. unprepared for emerging threat, Pentagon aide says

An Army major a ays in an influ¬ 
ential military journal that the 
United States may lack the spine 
to fight its likeliest enemy. 

That enemy: a “warrior class'* 
rising around the world as tradi¬ 
tional governments fall in places 
such as Haiti. 

“The soldiers of the United 
States Army are brilliantly pre¬ 
pared to defeat other soldiers," 
writes Maj. Ralph Peters, who 
works in the. Pentagon as a 
threat-assessment officer. 

In the new issue of Parameters, 
the journal of the Army War Col 


Peters finda his new breed of 
warriors all around the globe, 
from Haiti through the Balkans 
and the former Soviet Union to 
the Middle East, Afghanistan and 
beyond - even the big-city slums 
of the United States. 

His article saye the warriors 
spring from four pools; • 

m The undorclass, whose typical 
member he definos as “a male who 
has no stake in peace, a loser with 
little education, no legal earning 
power, no abiding attractiveness 
to women and no power."

these warriors than soldiers in ar¬ 
mies worthy of the name.” 

The former Yugoslavia and So¬ 
viet Union alone “are vast train¬ 
ing grounds for the warriors who 
will not be content without a con¬ 
flict somewhere,” Peters writes. 

To counter such “warriors ” Pe¬ 
ters writes, the Army must Bhape 
up its intelligence gathering. 
While traditional intelligence 
crams facts into rigid geographic 
categories, he says, warriors 
roam. 

Second, he says, intelligence of¬ 
ficers must set aside their preoc¬ 
cupation with numbers and weap¬ 
onry. Insteod, he says, they must 
start reading books that explain 
human behavior and regional his¬ 
tory. 

Finally, he says, the Army must 
ask whether it can summon up 
the level of violence it needs. 

He writes, ‘This type of threat 
generally requires a two-track ap¬ 
proach - an active campaign to 
win over the populace, coupled 
with irresistible violence directed 
against the warlord(s) and the 
warriors. You cannot bargain or 
compromise with warriors." 


On Tuesday May 31, 1994, at approximately 2:00 arm while traveling north on 1-25,1 
witnessed three trains parked at what appeared to be a railroad junction just south of 
Wheatland, Wyoming.

Two of the 
trains were pointing in a northerly direction, one was pointing south, and the moving train 
was headed east.

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Can’t build new world in a day, 
general toils Georgia leaders

TBILISI, Georgia — America’s 
top military official, Gen. John Shali- 
kashvili, told leaders on a visit Mon¬ 
day to his ance'str&l homeland that 
stability in the post-Cold War world 
will take at least a decade to take 
shape. 

Shalikashvili, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, met with Georgia’s 
defense minister, ate lunch with 
leader Eduard Shevardnadze and 
had an emotional audience with 
Orthodox religious leader Patriarch 
Ilya II. f , 

“It took nearly a decade from the 
end of World War II to establish the 
security structures for the world, and 
it’s going to take every bit as long to 
build the structures necessary for the 
new world order,” Shalikashvili said. 

But he quickly departed from pol¬ 
itics to pay homage to his Georgian 
roots. 

“I’m sure today my.father is look¬ 
ing down from heaven and must feel 
very happy to see his two sons on 
Georgian soil,” said Shalikashvili, 
who was accompanied on the visit by 
his brother Othar. 

. Their father, Dmitri, was a wartime 
collaborator with the Nazis, a history 
that created controversy when the 
general faced confirmation for his 
current post. \ • 

Shalikashvili’s visit to th.e troubled 
former §oviei republic is-T>illed by 
both Georgian and U.S. officials as 
“90 percent personal.” 

The most important aspect of his 
visit, he told reporters, “is simply to 
be here on the land where my father 
was born.” 


But his arrival on a large U.S. 
transport plane and his meetings with 
ton officials give the visit a distinctly 
official flavor. 

Today, he planned to visit his 
family’s home region of Kakhetia, 
and on Wednesday, he will fly lo 
Ukraine, to oversee joint U.S.- 
Ukrainian maneuvers.
